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One down, 30 to go. 

The city of Mississauga has bought a 
property on the site of a planned park 
in Cooksville for just under $1 million. 

“Tm prepared to let you know we've 
completed one sale, one purchase, it’s 
closed.” said Laura Piette, the city's di- 
rector of parks and forestry. 

“We paid $978,500.00 for the prop- 
erty,” a single-family home, she said.

“We're pleased with the process, we 
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sent out the letters. We were trying to 
test to see who might be interested in 
our willing seller, willing buyer ap- 
proach.” 

The city is talking to12 owners of 31 
properties on the site of a park. 

The green space, if it goes ahead as 
planned, is estimated to be 25 acres 
and is part of the city’s master plan to

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Food retailers face new $188 annual licensing fee in Mississauga

Currently, the city li- 
censes only food prepar- 
ing businesses _ like 
restaurants, takeout 
places, lunch counters 
and aaa halls. 

In the GTA, nine of 10 
communities license all 
retail food businesses so 
the city would be catch- 
ing up to a region-wide 
practice. 

The new fees, how- 
ever, are bound to anger 
businesses, which al- 
ready face rising costs 
for labour because of the 
new Ontario policy that 
will see the minimum 
wage rise to $15 an hour 


by 2019. Like all busi- 
nesses, food retailers are 
also on the hook for 
higher CPP premiums 
in future and other ris- 
ing payroll costs that 
squeeze their bottom 
line.

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Colleges and OPSEU to resume bargaining Thursday in bid to end strike

Sheridan and other On- 
tario colleges want to re- 
sume bargaining in a bid 
to end a strike that has 
shut down their schools 
for nearly three weeks. 

The College Employer 
Council has asked the 
provincially appointed 
mediator to bring the col- 
leges and the OPSEU 
union back to the table to 
resume bargaining today. 

"This strike has gone on 
for too long. We need to 
end the strike and get our 
students and faculty back 
in the classroom," said 
Sonia Del Missier, chair 
of the colleges’ bargain- 


ing team. 

"We can reach a settle- 
ment quickly and have 
classes start again early 
next week. "We will focus 
our efforts at the table 
and work very hard to 
reach a deal that ends the 
strike." 

The strike began Oct. 
16 and affects 200,000 
full-time students at On- 
tario's 24 colleges - in- 
cluding nearly 17,000 at 
Sheridan campuses in 
Brampton and Missis- 
sauga. 

The OPSEU strike is 
the fourth since the post- 
secondary college system 
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was set up half a century 
ago. Most previous 
strikes were settled after 
about three weeks or 
strikers were ordered 
back to work by the 
provincial government. 
The union represents 
12,000 faculty across On- 
tario, including 1,050 at 
Sheridan. The two sides 
are about $250 million 
apart in their contract 
demands, mainly over 
wages, job security and 
union demands for more 
full-time positions. 
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New mobility hub will benefit GTA transit

The Ontario govern- 
ment is redeveloping 
the Kipling station near 
Peel's border with 
Toronto into a major 
new GTA transit hub 
that connects the TTC 
subway to GO Transit 
and regional bus lines, 
including Mississauga's 
Miway. 

Among the three bid- 
ders who could win the 
contract to do the work 
is a group headed by a 
major Mississauga 
builder, EllisDon. The 
project could wind up 
costing tens of millions 
of dollars and is part of 
a  multibillion-dollar 
upgrade of the GO net- 


work run by _ the 
Metrolinx transit 
agency. 

Steven Del Duca, 


Minister of Transporta- 
tion, was at the Kipling 
station Tuesday to re- 
veal the close of the re- 
quest for proposals 
from the three poten- 
tial bidders on the proj- 
ect. 

The Transportation 
Ministry is integrating 
the subway, GO train 
and local and regional 
bus services, including 
GO, TTC, and MiWay 
services, into a single 
hub that will include a 
new terminal and bet- 


ter access for drivers, 
cyclists, and pedestri- 
ans. 

The new hub is part of 
the ministry's $21.3 bil- 
lion plan to upgrade 
the GO network in the 
GTA and Hamilton 
areas to expand from 
about 1,500 weekly 
trips to nearly 6,000 by 
2024-25, including 
more frequent rush- 
hour service on the 
Milton line. 

That line carries 
thousands of Missis- 
sauga commuters each 
day and includes local 
stops at Dixie, 
Cooksville, Squae One, 
Erindale, Streetsville, 


Meadowvale and Lisgar 
stations in the city. 

Three teams, 
Bird/Kiewit Joint Ven- 
ture, EllisDon Infra- 
structure Transit, and 
Kipling Infrastructure 
Partnership, were pre- 
qualified and invited to 
submit an RFP to de- 
sign, build and finance 
the private-public part- 
nership. 

“With this next step, 
we are closer to provid- 
ing an important mo- 
bility hub that will 
benefit commuters and 
get people where they 
are going sooner," 
added Del Duca. 

The project at Kipling 


includes: an elevated 
pedestrian bridge; a 
pedestrian under- 
ground tunnel; a new 
entrance; renovations 
to the existing Kipling 
GO Station building 
and ae TTC 
pedestrian pick-up and 
drop off building; a 


new bus_ terminal 
building for MiWay and 
GO Transit. 


The winning bidder 
will also upgrade park- 
ing areas and pedes- 
trian access and local 
street extensions.

to add more parkland. 

“We've had some good 
discussions with property 
owners," Piette told Peel 
Daily News. 

"Other discussions are at 
varying levels but there is 
interest from some property 
owners. We have to wait for 
the seller to be ready to 
move forward, we come to 
terms with the price, then 
we go to council to get that 
approved." 

Some homeowners have 
already turned the city’s 
purchase offer down flat 
and there continues to be 
some community opposi- 
tion to the project. 

Expropriation was not 


part of the initial plan, but 
some residents remain con- 
cerned they'll be booted in 
the event a handful of hold- 
outs delay the project. 

An online petition is part 
of a residents campaign by 
those looking to ‘save their 
Cooksville Creek homes,’ 
headed by local resident 
Michele Alexander. The pe- 
tition has around 140 signa- 
tures. 

Alexander says she’s not 
surprised the home sold 
given it was already on the 
market and the sellers were 
an older couple looking to 
downsize. 

She says the city will have 
a much harder time getting 


others to vacate. “These 
people don’t want to sell. 
That was who we were fight- 
ing for is the people who did 
not want to sell and nobody 
else has sold. He (Ward 7 
Councillor Nando Iannicca) 
can say whatever he wants 
but said he wasn’t pushing 
us out and I’m going to hold 
him to that." 

Piette says she’s aware of 
the opposition to the park. 
“Residents have had a 
chance to come and speak 
and were provided with re- 
sponses. I think people 
have a better understanding 
of what we’re doing.” 

Ward 7 councillor Nando 
Iannicca, who represents

the Cooksville community 
on council, is a big sup- 
porter of the project. 

He said in a recent inter- 
view he's “very encouraged” 
by the progress of negotia- 
tions with property owners. 

“They realize how fair and 
proper we’ve been in the ne- 
gotiations to try and make it 
work. We're not kicking 
anybody out. We’re not ex- 
propriating anybody’s 
land,” he said. 

The area is a flood plain, 
which is factored in the ap- 
praisal of the properties 
being sought for purchase. 

Piette says the city is not 
overpaying for homes in a 
flood plain, offering instead 


to pay “fair market value” 
with the understanding the 
residents there now will 
need to find another place 
to live. 

Piette declined to say how 


long she expects this 
process to last.

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Rising hydro costs expected to dominate 
next June's election

‘he Liberal govern- 
"Trnents latest long 
term energy plan 
has critics up in arms and 
almost certainly will make 
the province's electrical sys- 
tem a key issue in next 
June's election campaign. 

The plan forecasts that av- 
erage power prices in On- 
tario will jump about 43 per 
cent over the next decade - 
or $54 a month to a 
monthly average of $181 by 
2027. 

That's a little less than 
predicted a few years ago 
and reflects the Wynne gov- 
ernment's Fair Hydro Plan 
to lower rates in the next 
three or four years by bor- 
rowing billions of dollars to 
subsidize current ratepayers 
by about $1 billion a year. 

The legislature's inde- 
pendent budget watchdog 
says the plan could saddle 
future electricity users and 
taxpayers with $93 billion 
in higher costs that will 


have to be paid over the 
coming decades. In earlier 
columns I derided that pol- 
icy for unfairly hurting fu- 
ture generations to benefit 
current ratepayers and 
blunt a looming political hot 
potato for the ruling Liber- 
als ahead of the election. 

Provincial Energy Minis- 
ter Glenn Thibeault says the 
long-term energy plan "lays 
out a path for predictable, 
affordable electricity 
prices," but the opposition 
parties argue it fails to make 
life more affordable for On- 
tario families. 

While the Liberals tout 
their power policies, the un- 
affordability theme will 
likely dominate the NDP 
and Progressive Conserva- 
tive election campaigns as 
they devise and promote 
their own policies to help 
consumers cope with rising 
electricity costs. 

The NDP have promised 
to make major changes to 
the energy system the party 
says could save residential 
ratepayers up to 30 per cent 
on their hydro bills. 

The third party intends to 


scrap mandatory time-of- 
use pricing, arguing it hasn't 
cut peak consumption as 
much as the Liberals hoped. 
It also wants to even the 
charges paid by rural and 
urban Hydro One cus- 
tomers. 

But the major plank in the 
NDP energy plan is a pro- 
posal to buy back the 30 per 
cent of shares in Hydro One 
the government has already 
sold to private investors. 

The NDP says move 
would cost between $3.3 
billion and $4.1 billion and 
could be paid for from the 
province's share of Hydro 
One profits over eight years. 

The NDP also wants to set 
up a panel to look at can- 


celling or renegotiating 20- 
year electricity contracts at 
expensive rates and restrict, 
and if it forms the next gov- 
ernment restrict profit mar- 
gins for private power 
companies and make the 
Wynne government's tem- 
porary eight-per-cent re- 
bate on hydro bills 
permanent. 

For his part, PC Leader 
Patrick Brown says he could 
scrap the Green Energy Act 
if his party wins the June 6 
election, saving billions of 
dollars in expensive wind 
and solar power contracts 
that could be used to lower 
hydro bills. 

The PCs would also curb 
fat salaries of high-paid 


hydro executives, but the 
party that leads the polls 
and could form the next 
government won't outline 
its detailed hydro policy 
until next year, ahead of the 
provincial election.. 

No matter what energy 
policies are outlined in the 
election campaign, the one 
thing that's certain is that 
clamping down on rising 
power costs won't be easy. 

Fixing and stabilizing the 
system must involve a vari- 
ety of policies. Future gov- 
ernments will have to 
consider restructuring the 
big publicly owned genera- 
tors and power distributors 
to cut costs to limiting gen- 
erous green power deals 
and curbing cost overruns 
in rebuilding the nuclear 
generating network. More 
stringent rate regulation by 
the Ontario Energy Board 
will also help control rising 
power prices. 

Rates have risen sharply 
over the last decade mainly 
because of more than $32 
billion of new generation 
and transmission projects 
put in place by the Liberal 


government to upgrade thd 
province's electrical grid. 

Moreover, costs havd 
risen from the impact o 
high-priced wind and solay 
power to replace coal-fired 
plants that were shut do 
by the end of 2014. 

A recent move by the en 
ergy board should be care 
fully watched as_ thd 
regulator tries to curb rising 
costs in the power network 
It recently ordered the 
Hydro One utility to cut $30 
million in administratio 
costs instead of passing tha’ 
on to ratepayers - a move 
that could force the trans 
mission company to pard 
hundreds of jobs and 
streamline its business. 

Hydro One is resisting the 
order and has appealed thd 
ruling suggesting any at 
tempts to cut costs in thd 
system will be met with re 
sistance.

Mississauga to hit travellers with 4 per cent hotel tax next summer

The City of Mississauga 
will hit visitors and trav- 
ellers with a new hotel tax 
starting next summer, 
matching a similar levy in 
Toronto. 

Moreover, the city also 
plans to identify and tax 
private short term vacation 
rentals like Airbnb, target- 
ing a July 1 implementa- 
tion date. That means if 
you rent out your Port 
Credit lakefront home or 
Mississauga Rd. mansion 
to tourists for a month 
next summer on_ the 
Airbnb online site you will 
have to charge the tax and 
remit it back to the city. 

Council and city staff are 
currently reviewing 
whether to officially ap- 
prove Airbnb operators in 
Mississauga though many 
already exist in Peel re- 
gion. 

On the hotel tax, city 
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staff are recommending a 
new four per cent on hotel 
rooms starting July 1, 
though one councillor 
wants to see the levy a few 
months earlier if possible 
after the city gets new 
provincial regulations 
overseeing the new tax 
measure. 

Pat Saito, councillor for 
Ward 9, called the hotel 
levy "a good news story" 
for the cash-strapped city, 
"especially before budget." 

She said the city had 
hoped to impose the tax in 
January similar to one 
planned by Toronto but 
has to await new provincial 
regulations on how the 
hotel tax revenues will be 
shared. Those new rules 
are expected by the end of 
the year. 

"I'm asking them (staff) 
if they could be ready by 
March or April, which the 


City of Toronto is aiming 
for then we can get those 
extra months of revenue 
coming forward," she told 
the committee. 

Like most Ontario mu- 
nicipalities, Mississauga 
faces a financial squeeze as 
it tries to fund infrastruc- 
ture and transit needs and 
deals with ever-rising costs 
for everything from union- 
ized labour to gas, equip- 
ment and supplies the city 
buys to run its day-to-day 
operations. 

At the same time, the city 
is getting resistance from 
taxpayers who have been 
paying average property 
tax hikes of 2.7 per cent for 
the last decade. 

That's why Mississauga 
has imposed infrastructure 
levies, development 
charges and storm water 
fees on businesses and 
hiked user fees to help ease 


its budget pressures and 
limit property tax hikes. 

Heading into a municipal 
election year in 2018, local 
politicians want to avoid 
enraging local ratepayers 
with big hikes in their 
taxes. 

The hotel tax would 
apply to about 7,500 
rooms and is estimated to 
raise $9.8 million, though 
hotel officials expect it 
could generate $10.8 mil- 
lion for city coffers. Half of 
that money would have to 
be shared with Tourism 
Toronto, a GTA agency 
which promotes tourism in 
Toronto, Mississauga and 
Brampton. 

The city's biggest busi- 
ness lobby, the Missis- 
sauga Board of Trade, said 
it supports the new hotel 
tax - approved in principle 
by the general committee - 
because it would help 


—e- 


boost the local tourism 
sector. 

"We believe that this tax, 
provided it is invested 
solely in Mississauga based 
tourism efforts, will give 
an enormous lift in 
tourism of all types in the 
city," board president and 
CEO David Wojcik said in 
an email to Peel Daily 
News. 

"The City of Mississauga 
and all of its tourism re- 
lated assets, destinations 
and attractions deserve 
dedicated funds and ef- 
forts to bolster tourism in 
the sixth largest city in 
Canada." 

Saito said she expects 
about $5 million of the tax 
to go to Tourism Toronto 
to help promote Missis- 
sauga tourism and the rest 
could be spent to promote 
sports, local festivals and 
culture or tourism-related 


infrastructure projects. 

The reason the city must 
share the hotel tax revenue 
with Tourism Toronto 
stems from the province's 
decision in last year's 
budget to allow municipal- 
ities to impose the new 
hotel tax. The provincial 
government mandated 
that cities that already 
have a Destination Mar- 
keting Fee, or DMF, tourist 
program must share the 
new hotel tax revenue with 
local tourist authorities. 

In Mississauga and 
Toronto, a voluntary three 
per cent DMF exists which 
is collected by hotels and 
raises between $20 million 
to $30 million a year. Most 
of this is collected by 
Toronto hotels. 

Only two hotels in Mis- 
sissauga are part in the 
program.

The City which owns the 
more than century-old 
structure, has voted to 
chip in $6,000 to help 
cover the cost of the Port 
Credit Lighthouse lighting 
project. 

“It adds some colour and 
some fun to Port Credit,” 
said Karen Priest of Dia- 
mond Marketing, a local 
PR firm. 

Wednesday’s unanimous 
council vote approving the 
donation was the culmina- 
tion of a year spent volun- 
teering her time to help 
bring the $41,000.00 
project to fruition. 

“We've got an opportu- 
nity to take that lighthouse 
and do what the CN Tower 
did in Toronto,” she told 
Peel Daily News. The light- 
house can be lit up, “when 


you've got a_ historical 
event you want to cele- 
brate, a local festival, or 


any other milestone. 
Christmas would be red 
and green, Halloween 


would be orange, Thanks- 
giving would be orange, 
and St. Patrick’s Day 
would be green,” she said. 

“We would tie it in to the 
festivals we have here like 
Canada Day, we could 
make it red and White. 
Mardi Gras for Southside 
Shuffle, the Mississauga 
Waterfront Festival would 
be in multi-coloured,” 
Priest said. 

The project has been the 
focus of several meetings 
looking at the best way to 
animate the lighthouse. 
LED lighting was touted as 
being effective at other 
sites including the CN 
Tower. A presentation to 
council featured photos of 
what the final display 
might look like though 
Priest noted those were 


just a test run. 

Other financial contribu- 
tors to the project include 
Port Credit’s Business Im- 
provement Area, Port 
Credit Community Foun- 
dation, West Village Part- 
ners and Birnie Electric, 
which has volunteered to 
do the installation work. 

The main expense would 
be the fixtures valued at al- 
most $27,500.00. 

The current structure 
was built in 1991 at the 
mouth of the Credit River 
to replace the old light- 
house destroyed in a fire in 
1936. 

Besides being a much- 
photographed tourist at- 
traction, the structure is 
intended to serve as stand- 
ing tribute to Port Credit’s 
marine heritage. Its beam 
can be visible from 15 
miles out on Lake Ontario. 

The deck offers an excel- 
lent view of the Credit 
River, the harbour and the 
village of Port Credit. 


The lighting could one 
day have revenue-generat- 
ing possibilities for the city 
if it opts to use the struc- 
ture as an advertising ve- 
hicle. 

Priest says she does not 
favour that use for the 
time being “but it’s one of 


those things where the city 
would have to say ‘do I 
want to open up the flood- 
gates to that kind of activ- 
ity? Do we really want to 
keep it as a tourist attrac- 
tion and just recognize his- 
torical events and 
festivals? At this stage, I 


like the way it is.” 

The preparation work is 
due to start in mid-No- 
vember and completed in 
time for its launch at the 
Christmas at the light- 
house event Dec. 2.

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Region making great strides with community groups

Recently, I had an oppor- 
tunity to travel the entire 
south to the north distance 
of the Region of Peel. 

For those of you who 
have not experienced this 
journey, or have not gone 
from one end of the region 
to the other recently, I en- 
courage you to do so, par- 
ticularly this time of year. 

Furthermore, I would 
recommend two routes, 
both beginning in Port 
Credit, virtually at the 
north shore of Lake On- 
tario and extending to the 
upper reaches of Caledon: 
those being Hurontario 
Street and Mississauga 
Road. 

My excursion reminded 
me of many of the things 
that we sometimes may 
take for granted. 

First and foremost, those 
of us that call Peel Region 
home are incredibly fortu- 
nate to do so. Further- 
more, the trip again 
demonstrated the size and 
diversity of our region and 
brought to mind messag- 
ing from our friends at 
Credit Valley Conservation 
and the Toronto and Re- 
gion Conservation Author- 
ity, when they speak to the 
interconnection between 
people and nature and the 
extent to which the health 
of one directly impacts the 
other. 

A message such as this 
has many applications. 

For example, the diver- 
sity of Peel Region that I 
referenced is our strength, 
and we benefit from the 
synergies the three juris- 
dictions provide. 

The economic base of 
Peel Region is not only 
large, and a substantial 
contributor to the provin- 
cial economy as a whole, 
but diverse and intercon- 
nected. 

Ensuring the continua- 
tion of that interconnec- 
tion and the derived 
benefits is something that 
remains foremost in the 
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thoughts and objectives of 
the Region of Peel and our 
staff. 

One of the many effective 
efforts in this regard has 
been the establishment of 
the Peel Agricultural Advi- 
sory Working Group had 
first been established two 
decades ago and serves to 
build closer connections 
between the region and its 
farming community, as 
well as act as an advisory 
body to Peel Regional 
Council. 

It was envisioned and 
developed with the under- 
standing that farming is 
critically important to our 
region and that our farm- 
ers and farming groups are 
crucial players when it 
comes to the growth of our 
economy and the health of 
our community.

This council term, the 
advisory group enjoys the 
added participation of the 
Town of Caledon, and Re- 
gion of Peel, Councillor 
Jennifer Innis who has 
been a devoted, informed 
and active contributor to 
the group's deliberations 
and activities. 

In addition, the member- 
ship is enhanced by the 
participation of the Peel 
Federation of Agriculture; 
the Peel Soil and Crop Im- 
provement Association; 
and other agricultural in- 
terest groups. 

Moreover, fundamen- 
tally important are the cit- 
izen representatives on the 
advisory group who bring 
with them their consider- 
able knowledge base and 
commitment to our com- 
munities. Finally, the 


meetings are greatly en- 
hanced by the participa- 
tion of technical advisors 
CVC and the TRCA. 

While the mandate and 
scope of activities the 
group involves itself with 
are too extensive to de- 
scribe in this piece (I refer 
youto our website at 
www.peelregion.ca/plan- 
ning/paawg ), I will offer 
that the primary goals of 
PAAWG are to assist the 
Region of Peel, CVC, and 
the TRCA in their efforts 
to: 

- Support Peel farmers 
and protect agricultural 
lands as a natural resource 
of significant importance 
to the economic viability of 
the Region; 

- Promote healthy and 
rural communities that 
contain living, working, 
and recreational opportu- 
nities that respect the nat- 
ural environment and 
resources; 

- Increase awareness of 
and mitigate the rural pol- 
lution sources by promot- 
ing environmentally sound 
land management prac- 
tices to protect surface and 
subsurface water, and 

- Deliver the Peel Rural 
Water Quality Program 
(PRWQP); among others. 

It is with respect to the 
PRWQP that I conclude 
this message. At Peel Re- 
gion, we believe that re- 
sults matter and that it is 
essential that we make 
every effort to demonstrate 
those results. 

With that objective in 
mind, a few weeks ago the 
PRWQP hosted an Envi- 
ronmental Farm Tour to 
showcase the thriving and 
beneficial effects of previ- 
ously implemented proj- 
ects on four Peel farms and 
learn how the completion 
of those projects protected 
and enhanced environ- 
mental health. My office 
participated in the tour. 

Those efforts included a 
water and sediment con- 


trol basin that addressed 
erosion occurring within a 
farm field; fencing pre- 
venting livestock from en- 
tering a woodlot; the 
placement of a machinery 
crossing over a headwater 
stream; and a tree planting 
and restoration of a creek 
that had previously been 
diverted to an _ under- 
ground tile drain.

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TRCA issued a media re- 
lease providing a thorough 
and informative descrip- 
tion of the tour.

What I have attempted 
to describe is one of many 
success stories that Peel 


Region and its partners 
have to tell.

on behalf of our residents.

The Ontario government 
is helping three auto parts 
makers in Brampton and 
Mississauga upgrade their 
technology and become 
more competitive. 

The province is partnering 
with the three companies 
and 18 other small and 
medium-sized auto parts 
businesses to help them in- 
vest in new equipment, soft- 
ware and training to boost 
competitiveness and grow 
their markets. 

Through the Ministry of 
Economic Development 


and Growth, the province 
will spend $1.8 million 
under the Automotive Sup- 
plier Competitiveness Im- 
provement Program, more 
than a quarter of the $6.5 
million value of the upgrade 
projects.

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Brink's workers ratify new deal with Mississauga-based cash handler Brink's Canada

Unionized workers at Mis- 
sissauga-based Brink's 
Canada Ltd. in Ontario have 
ratified a new contract with 
the cash-handling security 
company. 

Brink's said late Sunday 
that over recent days, the 
workers voted on and en- 
dorsed a four-year agree- 
ment agreed to by the 
Unifor union earlier this 
month. 

Unifor said 800 workers 
across Ontario ratified the 
new contracts that im- 
proved benefits, eliminated 
forced overtime, and pro- 


vided significant wage in- 
creases, particularly in fe- 
male dominated divisions. 

These were very difficult 
negotiations," said Unifor 
official Jenny Ahn. "In the 
end we were able to ratify 
new collective agreements 
in the face of a rapidly 
changing industry." 

About 260 Brink's work- 
ers in British Columbia are 
still voting on the contract. 

"From the start of the bar- 
gaining process, Brink's 
Canada has put a priority on 
the sustainability of our 
business model and the pro- 


tection of jobs, in a rapidly 
changing industry," said 
Chris Parks, president and 
general manager of the 
company. 

"We're pleased that our 
people have voted to ratify 
this four-year agreement 
that will position Brink's 
Canada to remain competi- 
tive in our largest market 
going forward." 

Worker safety in Brink's 
cash-handling trucks was a 
key issue during negotia- 
tions. 

The Unifor union, which 
represents 1,060 workers in 


the two provinces, agreed to 
a new deal with Brink's that 
covers 260 workers in B.C. 
and about 800 at several 
Unifor locals in Ontario. 

The agreement came just 
before the union was set to 
strike the company. 

The security services com- 
pany is based on Robert 
Speck Parkway near Square 
One in central Mississauga 
and is a subsidiary of a big 
Virginia-based  multina- 
tional that employs 134,000 
security guards and others 
around the world. 

In Canada, the company 


provides armed guard and 
other security and cash han- 
dling services across the 
country. Its major clients in- 
clude the big banks and 
other financial companies, 
which are adopting new 
electronic payment tech- 
nologies which make cash- 
handling less necessaty.. 

A key dispute in earlier 
talks involved the imple- 
mentation of the "all off" 
crewing model, where the 
use of two-person crews on 
the familiar white and light 
grey Brink's trucks means 
the driver and messenger 


are both forced to disem- 
bark from the vehicle at 
cash drop-offs and pick-ups, 
leaving them vulnerable to 
attack. 

Unifor is Canada's largest 
union in the private sector, 
with more than 315,000 
workers in the auto, health 
care, fishing, manufacturing 
and other sectors of the 
economy. It is one of 
Canada's most active labour 
groups, promoting workers' 
rights and social justice 
around the world.

Explained 


Raptors 905 _ begin 
training camp at the 
Mississauga SportZone 
last week, the first step 
of a new season as they 
look to repeat as G- 
League Champions. 

The nature of the G- 
League means that 
there aren’t many 

ieces returning 

rom that championship 

roster, but head coach 
Jerry Stackhouse and 
company will have a few 
familiar names and some 
exciting new ones battling 
for roster spots over the 
next 10 days. 

How the roster has been 
constructed to this point is 
a fun adventure through 
the oddities and intricacies 
of G-League life, both for 
payers and staff. What fol- 

ows is a look at how Rap- 
tors 905 have assembled 
this group for camp. 

NBA teams can assign 
any player within his first 
three years in the league to 
the G-League an unlimited 
number of times. 

Players with more expe- 
rience than that have to 
consent to an assignment 
(as does the players 
union). 

Teams can assign up to 
three players at a time, 
which expands the G- 
League’s teams maximum 
roster size (so instead of 12 
players, they can have 15 if 
three players are on as- 
signment). 

Over the past two years, 
the Raptors have assigned 
players more frequently 
than any other NBA team, 
doing so 127 times. 

The following Raptors 
are eligible for assignment 
to Raptors 905 once the G- 
League season begins: Al- 
fonzo McKinnie, OG 


Anunoby, Pascal Siakam, 
Jakob Poeltl, Fred Van- 
Vleet, Delon Wright, Nor- 
man Powell. 

Beginning this season, 
every NBA team was given 
two additional roster spots 
for two-way players, play- 
ers who can spend time in 
both the NBA and G- 
League. 

This allows NBA organi- 
zations to continue putting 
an emphasis on player de- 
velopment and affords 
players the chance to see 
NBA time and earn a more 
competitive salary than G- 
League players have in the 
past. 

Now that G-League 
camps have opened, two- 
way players can only 
spend 45 days on the NBA 
roster from here until the 
conclusion of the G- 
League regular season, so 
they'll be in the G-League 
for at least 108 days during 
the season. 

How, exactly, the 905 
and other teams will uti- 
lize these NBA days and 
handle the two-way play- 
ers remains a mystery, and 
a few different approaches 
could make sense as team 
situations develop.

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Local Cyclists take Dream Trip to Majorca, Spain

A group of 42 local cyclists 
from Lifetime Athletic Mis- 
sissauga and the Oakville 
Cycling Club flew off to Ma- 
jorca, Spain recently for a 
week of cycling some of the 
best terrain and most beau- 
tiful scenery in the world. 

My wife Janice and I have 
been riding bikes all of our 
lives, and have travelled to 
many parts of the world on 
vacations and competitions 
that have incorporated cy- 
cling. 

We have been going on 
Saturday morning rides 
with Lifetime Athletic for 
their weekly excursions out 
towards Milton and Hamil- 
ton on a fairly regular basis, 
so we decided to take them 
up on their offer to attend 
their annual end-of-season 
bike trip. 

Majorca, Spain is a beau- 
tiful island in the Mediter- 
ranean — about a 45 minute 
plane ride from Barcelona. 

The island is_ typical

Mediterranean culture, with 
many old buildings dating 
back hundreds of years and 
scenery that includes moun- 
tains, beaches, palm trees 
and lots of open roads in 
rural farm areas. 

Our home for the week 
was a beautiful resort called 
Ponent Mar Hotel in the 
town of Palmanova. 

This location is the base 
for the Stephen Roche Cycle 
Tour company. Our daily 
ride excursions were organ- 
ized and led by this com- 
pany, and our bikes were 
provided by them. Stephen 
Roche is a former Tour d’ 
France winner and world 
champion in 1987 who 
started his own bike tour 
company after retiring. 

Many professional cycling 
teams train on the island 
during the year, so it was 
quite common to see them 
out on training rides during 
our stay. 

Being part of a supported

ride with ride captains and a 
support car was relatively 
new to us, as we normally 
make all the arrangements 
ourselves. It was a nice 
change to have all the route 
planning done for us and 
just concentrate on enjoying 
the riding. 

All of our rides were in the 
morning while the tempera- 
tures were still relatively 
cool and the photographic 
opportunities most ideal. 

Typically daily rides were 
40k to over 100k with aver- 
age speeds of 20 km/hour to 
over 30km/hour. The island 
was quite mountainous, so 
our rides typically had 3-4 
climbs with gradients of 3% 
to 10% and a total vertical of 
goo to 1500 meters. 

The ride captains were al- 
ways cognisant of the pace 
of the group and gave us 
time to stop for pictures and 
coffee along the route. Many 
of our rides passed through 
numerous’ orchards of

dates, figs, lemons, oranges, 
limes, and walnuts. 

Our daily rides typically 
would wrap up in the early 
afternoon, giving us plenty 
of time for a nap, site seeing, 
shopping, a run along the 
beach or a swim in the 
ocean. 

On the last day of the tour, 
we hopped a bus ride to the 
northern part of the island 
to experience a ride up to 
Cape Formentor, a light- 
house at the top on a moun- 
tain overlooking the sea. It 
was a tough ride, incorpo- 
rating numerous switch- 
backs and a total vertical 
climb of 1000 meters in just 
45k. The view from the top 
was breathtaking and the 
group pictures were memo- 
rable. 

The ride that day wrapped 
up with a group lunch at the 
seaside town of Port de Pol- 
lenca. The restaurant that 
we chose was a favourite 
haunt of Bradley Wiggins, 


the 2012 Tour d’ France 
winner, and his Team Sky 
Cycling Team. A number of 
pieces of memorabilia were 
on display in the restaurant 
including his yellow jersey 
and his time trial bike. 

Cycling is becoming more 
popular around the world, 
as the emphasis on green 
transportation increases. 

Cycling in Europe is quite 
a different experience then 
it is in North America. Hav- 
ing ridden in France, Italy, 
Greece and Spain, the peo- 
ple of Europe generally are 
more respectful of riders

Our trip wrapped up with 
a few days of sightseeing in 
Barcelona. An ancient city

The first 
phase will include Queen 
Street South between Barry 
Avenue and Kerr Street and 
Municipal Parking Lot #9 
located at Queen Street and 
Pearl Street. 

Queen Street South on- 
street paid parking will be in 
effect from Monday - Satur- 
day from 10 a.m. - 9 p.m., 
and on Sunday from noon to 
6 p.m. 

Off-street paid parking in 


Municipal Parking Lot #9 
will be in effect from Mon- 
day - Saturday from 6 a.m. - 
9 p.m., and on Sunday from 
noon - 6 p.m. 

The cost for parking on- 
street and in Municipal 
Parking Lot #9 will be $1.50 
per hour for the first two 
hours and $2 for the third 
hour. 

Parking will be allowed in 
these locations for a maxi- 
mum of three hours. 

The City’s Municipal 
Parking team worked 
closely with the Streetsville 
Business Improvement Area 
(BIA) on the implementa- 
tion of a paid parking plan, 
and both agreed that it was 
necessary for businesses to 
thrive, said Frost.

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Councillor considers ending 30-year political career

Sometime over Christmas 
at Nando Iannicca’s home, 
Cooksville’s longtime coun- 
cillor for Ward 7 will ask 
family a question - ‘Is it time 
for me to leave politics?’ 

“T sit down with my fam- 
ily, I sit down with my wife. 
I’ve been at this 30 years. 
I’ve had a good long run. 
It'll be a sit down with the 
wife and kids, the holiday 
season, saying, ‘What’s 
dad’s career like looking for- 
ward.’ 

Looking backward, Ian- 
nicca’s career dates back 
three decades of running in 
his home community of 
es beginning at age 
26. 

The multi-degree-holding 
political novice then is now 
a veteran of nine cam- 
paigns. He’s spent decades 
pushing for project develop- 
ment and stands at what he 
believes is a pivotal point in 
his community’s history. 

“After 30 years of getting 
everything to the precipice 
of what we wanted to do in 
my community, the building 
blocks that I put in place, all 
the sudden the time I 


thought I’d be moving on, 
the following comes cascad- 
ing down; $1.4 billion LRT, 
we finally got our funding.” 
Iannicca_ believes he's 
been instrumental in get- 
ting the green light for a se- 
ries of other major projects; 
“our new Mississauga hos- 
ps we're getting 500 new 
eds. We're finally going to 
build the (Bus Rapid Transit 
line) on Dundas St. When 
you add to those, a rebuild 
of T.L Kennedy Secondary 
School, the building of a 
community centre’ in 
Cooksville, a $40 million 
Cooksville Go Station proj- 
ect and “and my plan for a 
central park,” Iannicca is 
conflicted about what his 
next move should be. 
“You've moved the boul- 
der this far up the hill, you 
have $3 billion of stuff com- 
ing to Ward 7. Now you're 
not going to see it across the 
finish line? I’m getting a lot 
of pressure from a lot of 
sources saying, ‘you can’t 
possibly leave now.

he has “zero” interest in en-

I’ve 
never been a card-carrying 
member of anybody’s party. 
I’ve always been ‘Nando.’ 
That’s why people have al- 
ways been great to me, at 
face value.” 

As for how the expected 
shift in Ontario’s political 
landscape in the June 7 
election might impact the 
municipal election next fall, 

Iannicca says he expects 
an “avalanche” of defeated 
MPPs moving to local poli- 
tics. 

“My fear is, that the party 
system will get involved so 
suddenly an MPP that loses 
says ‘Tl just backfill into 
Ward 7.’ I’m not sure that’s 
best for our community that 
more politicrats are running 
rather than real people.” 

Councillors have until the 
end of July to announce 


whether they'll reoffer or 
not but says he won’t wait 
that long. 

“There’s no prayer in hell 
that I’ll be telling people in 
July what I’m doing. I will 
be telling them six months 
earlier because I owe that to 
the community,” he said. 
That would allow prospec- 


tive successors about 10 
months to make their pitch 
to voters, a courtesy Ian- 
nicca says he was given by 
his predecessor 30 years 
earlier. 

Despite his accomplish- 
ments, he harbours no illu-

While we often grumble 
about the high price of 
gasoline, it's easy to forget 
that a portion of the fed- 
eral gas tax revenue is re- 
turned to local 
governments. 

The City of Caledon re- 
ceives approximately 3.3 
million a year from gas 
taxes. 2016 saw Caledon 
invest the bulk of that 
revenue - 2.3 million on 
city infrastructure such as 
sidewalks, roads and 
bridges. 

When asked for com- 
ment, Caledon Mayor 


Allen Thompson stated, 
"It’s good to know that 
when you fill up your gas 
tank, a portion of that 
money is helping to fund 
infrastructure,

like roads and bridges, in 
our town I want to thank 
and recognize the efforts 
of our municipal partners 
for a successful advocacy 
campaign which resulted 
in this funding.” 

According to Fuwing 
Wong, General Manager 
of Finance and _ Infra- 
structure, there is still an 
infrastructure funding 
deficit so the funds are 
vital to the maintenance 
of the city. 

In recent years, a com- 
bination of funds received 
through the federal gas 
tax program has been 
combined with _ tradi- 
tional tax-based capital 
funding on such projects 
as:

Beat the Silent Killer: Prevent CO in Your Home 


Ontario’s Carbon Monox- 
ide Awareness Week runs 
November 1-7, and Cale- 
don Fire and Emergency 
Services is reminding resi- 
dents to prevent carbon 
monoxide (CO) in their 
homes by getting all fuel- 
burning appliances in- 
spected annually. 

In Ontario, more than 
80% of injuries and deaths 
from CO occur in the 
home, said Fire Chief Dar- 
ryl Bailey. 

“We want to make sure 
everyone is safe from CO. 
One way to do this is to get 
all fuel-burning appliances 
inspected by a registered 
contractor.” 

Caledon Fire and Emer- 
gency Services also re- 
minds you to install CO 
alarms in your home if you 
have a fuel-burning appli- 
ance, a fireplace or an at-

tached garage. 

Fuel-burning appliances 
can include furnaces, hot 
water heaters, gas or wood 
fireplaces, portable fuel- 
burning heaters and gen- 
erators, barbeques, stoves 
and vehicles. 

A working CO alarm 
must be adjacent to each 
sleeping area of the home 
if it has a fuel-burning ap- 
pliance, a fireplace or an 
attached garage. 

For added protection, in- 
stall a carbon monoxide 
alarm on every storey of 
the home according to 
manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. 

For residents living in a 
condominium or apart- 
ment building with a serv- 
ice room, CO alarms must 
be installed in the service 
room and adjacent to each 
sleeping area of all homes 


above, below and beside 
the service room. 

In condo or apartment 
buildings that have a 
garage, CO alarms must be 
installed adjacent to each 
sleeping area of all homes 
above, below and beside 
the garage. 

CO is known as the silent 
killer because it is an invis- 
ible, tasteless and odour- 
less gas that can be deadly. 

It is produced when fuels 
such as propane, gasoline, 
natural gas, heating oil or 
wood do not burn com- 
pletely in fuel-burning ap- 
pliances and devices such 
as furnaces, gas or wood 
fireplaces, hot water 
heaters, stoves, barbeques, 
portable fuel-burning 
heaters and generators 
and vehicles. 

Residents can also pre- 
vent CO in their home by 


taking the following steps: 

- Ensure fuel-burning 
appliances, chimneys and 
vents are cleaned and in- 
spected annually. 

- Check that all outside 
appliance vents are not 
blocked. 

- Gas and charcoal bar- 
beques should only be 
used outside, away from 
all doors, windows, vents, 
and other building open- 
ings. Never use barbeques 
inside garages, even if the 
garage doors are open. 

- Portable fuel-burning 
generators should only be 
used outdoors in well-ven- 
tilated areas away from 
windows, doors, vents and 
other building openings. 

- Ensure all portable 
fuel-burning heaters are 
vented properly, according 
to manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. 
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- Open the flu before 
using a fireplace for ade- 
quate ventilation. 

- Never run a vehicle or 
other fueled engine or 
motor inside a garage, 
even if the garage doors 
are open. Always remove a 
vehicle from the garage 
immediately after starting 
it. 


Exposure to CO can 
cause flu-like symptoms 
such as headaches, nau- 
sea, dizziness, as well as 
confusion, drowsiness, 
loss of consciousness and 
death. 

If your CO alarm 
sounds, and you or other 
occupants suffer from 
symptoms of CO poison- 
ing, get everyone out of the 
home immediately then 
call 911from outside the 
building. 


If your CO alarm sounds 
and no one is suffering 
from symptoms of CO poi- 
soning, check to see if the 
battery needs replacing, or 
the alarm has reached its 
"end-of-life" before calling 
gil. 

Your CO alarm sounds 
different than your smoke 
alarm. Test both alarms 
monthly and make sure 
everyone in your home 
knows the difference be- 
tween the two alarm 
sounds. 

Don’t be confused by the 
sound of your CO alarm’s 
low-battery warning. Fol- 
low your CO alarm manu- 
facturer’s instructions so 
you know the difference 
between the low-battery 
warning, the “end-of-life” 
warning and the alarm 
alerting you to the pres- 
ence of CO in your home.

I walked into the venue 
and she was wearing a 
unique set of glasses. I 
didn’t think much of it at 
the time. Later, I would find 
out its significance. I was at 
a summit of Singularity U, 
the first of its kind in 
Canada. 

The summit’s mandate 
was to bring together Cana- 
dian and international lead- 
ers to discuss, illuminate 
and unlock solutions for 
some of the world’s biggest 
problems. By noon on Day 
1, my mind was officially 
blown. 

I saw about a dozen other 
confident, helpful individu- 
als wearing the glasses. 
These folks, like the woman 
I encountered upon arrival, 
were designated as official 
way-finders for the confer- 
ence. Their job was to an- 
swer questions and provide 
directions to the various de- 
bates, presentations and 
workshops occurring 


through the maze of meet- 
ing rooms and workspace at 
Toronto’s Evergreen Brick- 
works, the hipster venue 
which hosted the summit. 
What I didn’t know, was 
that these “way-finders” 
were all legally blind. It 
struck me again, then and 
there, like it does so often in 
my role with the Brampton 
Board of Trade, that all of 
the work that board mem- 
bers do to innovate, to in- 
vest and develop new ideas, 
not only helps build suc- 
cessful companies and 
prosperous communities, 
but also has the power to 
profoundly change lives 
and the world we live in. 
To turn disability into 
ability must be profoundly 
rewarding for the inventors. 
The eGlasses are the inven- 
tion of eSight. eSight is a 
clinically validated, wear- 
able device that enables the 
legally blind to actually see, 
be mobile, and independ- 


ently work and study. eS- 
ight located in Toronto, is 
just one of the many inno- 
vative products and tech- 
nologies profiled during the 
event. 

Many in the Board of 
Trade’s membership are 
confident about the future. 
This confidence is not mis- 
placed. You see, innovation 
has a long history in 
Brampton. 

Need proof? Next time 
you pull out a five-dollar bill 
to purchase your morning 
coffee check out the flip 
side. Yes — there it is. 
“Made In Brampton” inge- 
nuity for all to see - MDA’s 
Canadarm. 

And there are many other 
stories of local companies 
innovating for success. I 
had lunch recently with 
board member Suneet Tuli, 
owner of Datawind. Tuli is 
brilliant. Together with his 
brother, they have pro- 
duced and _ successfully 


marketed the world’s most 
affordable tablet, recently 
released a phone app to 
provide internet to remote 
parts of India and hold 
many patents on innovative 
solar energy products. 

I also had the chance to 
tour Coca-Cola’s Brampton 
plant this month and saw 
one of the world’s most ad- 
vanced production lines 
and how application of new 
technologies allows 2,200 
cans to be filled every 
minute. 

What’s most remarkable 
for me is that, at this time in 
history, there are about a 
dozen disruptive technolo- 
gies growing very quickly at 
the same time. AI — artifi- 
cial intelligence, robots, au- 
tonomous vehicles, 
3D-printing, block chain 
and bitcoin are just a few. 

Although much of popu- 
lar media discussion sur- 
rounds the _ disruptive 
nature of new technologies, 


of how jobs may be im- 
pacted by automation, it got 
me thinking about the fun- 
damental nature of work in 
the future: what work 
should humans be doing? 
What should be left to the 
robots? 

At the dawn of humanity, 
humans had to work seven 
days a week to feed them- 
selves; as time lapsed, 
agrarian society required 
six or more; today’s indus- 
trial workweek is five, and 
in some countries less than 
that. 

We live in interesting 
times where; AirBnB, the 
largest accommodation 
provider owns no real as- 
sets; Facebook, the most 
popular media provider 
creates no content and Net- 
flix, the largest television 
station lays no cable. Jobs 
are changing and so are we. 

The disruptive challenge 
is real, but so too is the op- 
portunity. Businesses will 


constantly be changing par- 
adigms in order to best 
adapt. Transition can be 
scary. Much will be learned, 
and much will have to be 
un-learned, because busi- 
ness models will change, 
from simply linear supply 
chains to platforms that 
allow exponential demand 
to be served.
